THE FIRE AUTO 
TO SUPERSEDE I THE 
HORSE. 


•There is no doubt thnt the perfeet security and protection of the Oak- 


land district under presenf conditions calls for a fire station somewhere in 
that locality. But Chief Hbsmer of the fire department, seems inclined to 
think that it would be better to instal fast auto engines so that the depart- 
ment can reach :i fire, in double quick time. 
It is quite probable lhal. the 


horse as a motive agent will be gradually eliminated from the department by 
the auto. The latter is faster uncTmore economical; and against these two 
considerations nothing can prevail. It is, therefore, a question in (lie minds 
of Chief Hosmer and other interested parties whether it would not be bet- 
ter tcTspend the money that would be required for a new fire station in 
changing from horse power to motor machines, thereby gaining such an 
increase of speed as would enable the fire department to reach" the chief 
points in the Oaklands faster than'they could be reached by horses from a 
station centrally located in that district.

installed can be kept in.order fo.r much less than the board and price of the 
number of horses required to do the same work.

Summary of the Accidents That 


Occurred Last Year 


BOSTON.. March 21.—Two hundred 


and twenty-five persons perished by 
shipwreck and S3 vessels met with dis- 
aster off thr. New England and British 
North American coasts, or while en-

THE FIRE AUTO TO 
SUPERSEDE 
THE 
HORSE. 


There is 110 doubt that the perfect security and protection of the Oak- 


land district, under present conditions calls for a'fire station somewhere in 
that locality. But-Chief Hosmer of. the 'fire department seems inclined to 
think that it would be better to instal -fast auto engines so that the depart- 
ment can reach a fire in double quick lime: It is quite probable that the 
horse as-a motive agent will be gradually eliminated from the department by 
the auto.. The latter is faster and more economical; and against these two 
.considerations nothing can prevail. It is, therefore, a question in the minds 
of Chief Hosmer and other interested parties whether it would not be bet- 
ter to spend the money that would be required for a new fire station in 
changing from horse power to motor machines, thereby gaining such an 
increase of speed as would enable the fire department lo reach the chief 
points in the Oaklauds faster than they could be reached by horses from a 
station centrally located in.that.district. 
^ 
The horse eats his head off waiting for alarms. 
The fire auto once 


installed can be kept in order for much less than the board and price of the 
number of horses required to', do the same work. 


There might be some difficulty in running fire autos in the winter; but 


machines are constructed to overcome snch obstacles. 
The change from 


horse power to motor carriages is bound to come in the fire department of 
every progressive city in the United Stales, and the sooner it be made in 
Lowell the better. There is no use in building new stations for horses only 
to have to remodel them in a few years.

BOSTON.- March 21.—Two hundred 


and twenty-five persons perished by 
shipwreck arid S3 vessels met with dis- 
aster off the New England and British 
North American coasts, or while en- 
gaged in the New England,'Cariadian-or 
Newfoundland trade during . the 
fall 


and winter season of 1909-1910, which 
ended at 7 a. m.-today. 


Of the S3 vesels cast ashore, sunk, 
burned or Involved in other mishaps, 13 
were steamers or tugs, one was a full 
rigged ship, four were barks, three bar- 
kf-ntincs and 62 schooners. A number 
of barges were losl, but'they were not 
included in the list. Tho financial loss 
exceeds $1,000,000.

A feature of the casualties was the 
large number of .."big stickers"—four, 
five and. six masted schooners,' which 
Deposited their bones in the'recesses of 
the Atlantic.

Mr. Blaisdell was a witness against

They ask about tho wom- 
an who cannot afford to buy ice and 
who is in the habit of buying her milk, 
forenoon and afternoon, nt the 
little 


store around the corner. If the store- 
keeper goes out of the milk business 
the woman who can't afford Ice will 
have to use sour milk or go without. 


The council voted to instruct the sec- 
retary to communicate with the mayor, 
asking him to set a date for a confer- 
ence on the milk question.

Chief llosmer called at Purchasing 


Agent Mackenzie's office this forenoon 
to find out if the new auto fire patrol 
had been accepted. ''Do I understand 
that you have accepted it?" queried Mr. 
Hbsmer. '"I do not understand it that 
way," said Mr. Mackenzie.

FIRE AUTO TO SUPERSEDE 
THE 
HORSE. 


There is no doubt (hat the perfect security ant .protection of the Oak- 


land, district under present conditions calls for a fire station somewhere in 
that locality. But Chief Hosmer of the fire department seems'inclined to 
think that it would bo better to instal fast auto engines so that the depart- 
ment can reach a fire in double quick time. It is quite probable that .the 
horse as a motive agent will he gradually eliminated.from the department by 
the auto. The latter is faster and more economical; and against these two 
considerations nothing can prevail. It is, therefore, a question in fhn minds 
of Chief Hosmer and other interested parties whether jt would not, be bet- 
ter to spend the money that would be required for- a new fire station in 
changing from horse power to motor machines, thereby gaining such an 
increase of speed as would enable the fire department to reach tlie chief 
points in the Oaklands faster than they could be reached by horses from a 


. station centrally located in that district. 


•- • The horse eats his head off waiting for alarms. 
The fire auto once 


installed can be kept in order for much less than the board and price of the 
number of horses required to. do the same wo.rk. 


There might be some, difficulty in running fire autos in the winter; but 


.machines are constructed to overcome such obstacles. 
The change from 


horse power to motor carnages is bound to come in the fire department of 
every progressive city in the United States, and the sooner it be niado in 
Lowell the better. There is no use in building new stations for horses only 
to have to remodel them in a few years.

the. work of building a public hall.

for other purposes, and if the city delays much longer it is probable that 
the next best will be snapped up.

North American coasts, or ~ while en-

and winter season of 1909-1910, which 
ended at1 .'a. m.'.today. 


Of the 83 vesels cast ashore, "sunk, 


burned or involved in other mishaps, 13 
were steamers or tugs, one. wa$ a full 
rigged ship, four were harks, three bar- 
kentines and. 62 schooners. . A number 
of barges were lost, but-they were-not 
included in tho list. The financial loss 
exceeds $1,000,000. 


A feature of the casualties was the

Blaisdeli had been employed at the 


pumping station for about IS years 
first as assistant engineer and for the 
last seven as chief engineer. For a long 
time there, had been trouble between 
the men at the station, which grew to 
such proportions that Blaisdeli and his 
! assistant. G. F. Haven, were suspended 


on March 1 by the water board. 


.Under the law the water board is 


compelled* to give a hearing to any oi 
its employes before flnal disposition of 
the charges brought. Both Mr. Haven 
arid Mr. BlaiEdell requested a hearing, 
and the former was given his hearing 
last week. 


Mr. Blaisdeli was a witness against 


him and was subjected to a rigid cross- 
examination by Attorney Francis J. 
Carney, who appeared for Haven, and 
by individual members of the water 
board, in their efforts to get at the bot- 
tom of the trouble and do full justice 
to all concerned. 


The last hearing in the Haven case 
was held last Friday and the board re- 
served its decision until Mr. Blrilsdell 
should be given his hearing. 
This was 
set for next Wednesday. The charges 
were based partly on his alleged con- 
duct toward the men. 


While in the employ of the water de- 


partment and also during the hearing it 
was noted that Blaisdeli was intensely 
nervous. Repeatedly -while oh the wit- 
ness stand he remarked that this was 
the first time he had ever been a wit- 
ness in any kind of a case and did not 
understand anything about such pro- 
cedure. 


At his work for a long time past En- 
gineer BlaJBdell showed 
evidence of 


mental strain. According to men who 
had an opportunity to observe him 
everything troubled him. The fact that 
he did not mix with other men, but 
kept his real or fancied troubles 
to 


himself, and brooded over them, it is 
believed, caused him to become men- 
tally unbalanced, and when ho realized 
that he would be obliged to go through 
the strain of a hearing he decided to 
end it all. 


Saturday night he retired at his usual 


hour. Shortly after 8 Sunday morning 
he was awake. Mrs. Blaisdeli was in 
another part of the. house when 
she 


heard a shpt. 
She rushed into Mr.
